Turner blames U.S. for 
South Africa’s racism

“The Apartheid system in 
South Africa is equal to the 
system which existed in Nazi 
Germany,” said Dr. Rick Turner, 
the first speaker in a series of 
noon lectures, sponsored by the 
Speakers’ Forum and co- 
sponsored by the ASB. 

“Apartheid leaders,’ Turner 
said, “have adopted a Nazi 
philosophy. Nazi organizations 
have branches there due to the 
sympathetic factions in the 
political structure.” 

“That structure,” Turner said, 
“was built upon a framework of 
racism by the white minority.”

Drawing comparisons with 
the Holocaust, Turner said 
nearly 100 million blacks have 
been killed, while America 
stands by with its philosophy of 
“constructive engagement.” 

This “constructive engage- 
ment” is allowing the holocaust 
to take place as America asks 
South Africans to wait for 
negotiations to take place. 
According to Turner, this is only 
a Stalling tactic. 

After six years, during which 
the Reagan administration did 
not meet once with South 
Africans, Africa’s Oliver 
Tombeau met with Secretary of 
State Schultz. Schultz, Turner 
said, asked Tombeau why his 
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countrymen insisted on 
violence and terrorism. 

“What (the Reagan admini- 
stration) meant,” Turner said, 
“was to tell South Africa to lay 
down their arms and wait for 
the world to decide it’s time for 
them to be free.”’ 

“‘It is not our task to choose 
between black and _ white,” 
Christian Crockett, speaking for 
the Reagan administration, said 
according to Turner, “it is our 
task to defend Western 
interest.’’ These interests, 
Turner said, were economic, 
strategic, moral and political. 

Emotions ran high at this 
lecture aS many races 
expressed their own individual 
anger at the “oppression” of the 
white American. 

“They are only buying time to 
commit genocide,” said an 
Indian American. “The white

RSC is violating zoning laws 
by allowing swap meets on the 
Santa Ana Campus, according 
to the city planning officials. 

“We just have a difference of 
opinion with the city,” said Don 
McCain, dean of students. ‘The 
board of trustees has shut down 
the swap meets until we have 
further legal clarification.” 

Swap meets have been held 
on campus for over a decade. 

“We were not aware until 
two weeks ago we were not in 
compliance with the city code,’’ 
McCain said. “It’s an old code 
and it’s not relevant any more. 
We would like to do what is 
being done at Orange Coast 
College, Golden West College, 
Fullerton College and will soon 
be done at Irvine Valley College, 
have swap meets.” 
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RSC swap meet 
= violates local law 


According to McCain, signing 
of a contract to hold regular 
swap meets has been put on 
hold. This contract would 
produce an estimated revenue 
of $60,000 to $80,000. 

Melanie Fallon, planning 
manager for Santa Ana, said 
the college’ would have to 
obtain a zoning change or they 
would be cited by the city. 

“| don’t know (how difficult it 
would be to get the change),” 
Fallon said, “but Washington 
Square Neighborhood Associa- 
tion is opposed to the swap 
meets.” 

“Basically, we feel it’s not an 
appropriate use of a residential 
area, traffic, noise, trash and 
parking problems,”’ said Sara 
Broadbent, president of the 
Washington Square Neighbor- 
hood Association.

Bookstore operates for 
entire college’s profit

Despite what most students 
at RSC feel, the Don Bookstore 
does not operate to make a 
profit at students expense. But 
the negative feelings still 
abound. 

“| think they're over priced 


and | think we're getting’ 


cheated,” said Philli Luna, an 
RSC _ student. “Since it’s a 
community college, the books 
should be cheaper than other 
schools.” 

By comparison with other 
community colleges in the area, 
RSC’s bookstore’s policies are 
competitive with other school 
bookstores. 

The Don bookstore is run asa 
nonprofit organization. Some 
local colleges, such as Irvine 
Valley Community College, are 
run by private companies who 
are there to turn a profit. 

Being non profit, the Don 
Bookstore is able to provide a 
percentage of its profits from 


the bookstore for campus 
activities. 

“Forty-five separate campus 
activities receive a portion of 
the profits from the bookstore to 
support their programs,’ said 
Ron Sabo, director of auxiliary 
services at RSC. Some of these 
activities include athletics, 
honor society and humanities.

solution. The. insurrection will 
begin to spread and slowly will 
wear down the strength of the 
minority whites. 

In Turner's opinion, the black 
rule will be consolidated under 
the ANC, but this is a process 
which will take up to fifteen 
years. 

During this period, there will 
be a continuing “‘bloodletting” 
which can only be shortened by 
the United States and other 
superpowers, primarily Great 
Britain, imposing sanctions. 

“The more sanctions are 
imposed, the more lives will be 
saved,” Turner said. 

While Americans argue that 
sanctions cause more harm 
than good and that not divesting 
will give them leverage to 
encourage reform, Turner said 
that all the leverage so far has 
accomplished nothing, nor will 
its. 

“Reform can only come by 
force,”’ he said.

Turner: Africa’s problem seen as ours 


Dr. Z.Z. Mimini, a professor of 
South African history at UCLA, 
compares the Botha Regime to 
Hitler and estimated that some 
two million will possibly be 
killed in this takeover, Turner 
said. 

‘As Turner opened up the floor 
to discussion, the point was 
raised that the ANC, which the 
blacks look to for salvation, is 
communist and therefore may 
be even worse. 

“A man drowning being 


handed a stick doesn't ask who 


is holding the stick,” Turner 
said. “It is one stick to save 
millions and millions of lives.” 

“If the United States would 
take a constructive role, the 
blacks would take that stick 
instead,” Turner said. 

Turner holds a Ph.D. from 
Stdnford University and has 
been an educator on all schoo! 
levels. He is also the founder of 
the Saturday Academy at UC 
Irvine.

“Trash is not an_ issue,” 
McCain said. “Check Washington

Students carrying over 60 
units are one step closer to 
being able to serve in ASB, after 
the student Senate passed an 
amendment on Feb. 23, 1987. 

On March 6, 1987, the 
student body has the 
opportunity to either defeat or 
pass this bylaw with a two- 
thirds plurality. According to the 
original bylaw, only those with 
less than 60 units could serve in 
student government. 

Both Jennifer Davis, ASB 
president, and Kelly Ward, ASB 


vice president, believe this has 
restricted those students who 


have accumulated over 60 units 
and wish to serve.

the squad and one receiving 
an honorable mention. 

The Dons versatile guard 
Chris Jackson was voted the 
Most Valuable Player in the 
conference with Chris 
Jefferson and Simon Thomas 
named to the ten man team. 
Center Brent Martin was 
given an honorable mention. 

Coach Dana Pagett was 
named Conference Coach of 
the Year. “One of the 
Strengths of our team is no 
one knows who our MVP 


really is,” said Pagett in 


reference to the strong 
showing by the Dons on the 
All-Conference team. 

This brings me to one Don 
who is mysteriously missing 
from the squad. ; 

Howard Cole has received 
many awards this year, 
including numerous all 
tournament teams.
